IHE  Student  Government  Association  of 
Mary  Washington  College  is  composed  of 
the  entire  student  body.  It  functions  through 
a  Student  Council  which,  besides  its  major 
officers,  consists  of  the  house  president  of  the 
various  dormitories,  a  representative  from 
each  of  the  four  classes,  a  representative  from 
the  day  student  contingent,  and  the  President 
and  Freshman  Commissioner  of  the  Y.W.C. 
A.  as  ex-officio  members. 

The  council  group  exists  to  lead,  rather 
than  to  govern  the  students.  As  a  representa- 
tive number  from  the  student  body,  it  works 
with  the  faculty,  represented  by  Joint  Coun- 
cil, to  promote  greater  cooperation  between 
faculty  and  students  for  the  betterment  of  the 
school.  Student  Council  has  as  one  of  its 
chief  objectives  the  instilling  into  each  stu- 
dent on  the  Hill  high  standards  of  honor, 
both  academic  and  personal.  It  endeavors  to 
impress  upon  each  girl,  as  a  member  of  the 
Student  Government  Association,  her  indi- 
vidual responsibility  in  maintaining  the  high 
standards  traditional  to  Mary  Washington 
College.  A  great  portion  of  Council's  work 
in  this  field  lies  in  its  freshman  training 
courses.  These  orientation  groups  are  con- 
ducted the  first  two  weeks  of  the  school  year 
for  the  benefit  of  the  new  students. 

Each  year.  Student  Council  conducts  a 
series  of  formal  receptions  for  faculty  mem- 
bers and  students.  These  occasions  play  a  large 
part  in  the  establishing  of  more  friendly  re- 
lations and  a  closer  understanding  between 
faculty  and  student  body  by  enabling  both 
groups  to  meet  socially,  apart  from  class- 
room and  administrative  atmosphere. 

A  fair  and  effective  student  government 
system  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  efforts 
of  each  student.  In  the  realization  of  the 
basic  principle  of  student  government — in- 
dividual responsibility  and  discipline — one  of 
the  greatest  benefits  of  college  life  is  derived.

Senior  Glass  ht^story 


LJN  September  25,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  more  than  three  hundred  freshmen  arrived  on 
the  campus  of  the  Fredericksburg  State  Teachers  College.  Three  hundred  and  some  girls,  from  many 
different  states,  with  various  viewpoints  and  ideas,  automatically  fused  to  form  the  class  of  thirty-nine. 

After  our  freshman  training,  supervised  by  upperclassmen,  we  held  our  first  class  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  nominating  the  girls  whom  we  thought  could  best  lead  our  class  through  our  first  year  of 
college.  At  a  second  meeting  held  later  Maree  Sweeney  from  New  York  State  was  elected  President; 
Virginia  Anderson,  Vice-President;  Betty  Boggs,  Secretary;  and  Miriam  Carpenter,  Treasurer.  Helen 
Hyde  was  elected  President  of  the  Y.W.C.A.'s  "Little  Cabinet,"  composed  of  freshmen  with  an  upper- 
classman  to  help  direct  its  activities. 

The  traditional  daisy  chain  was  woven  together  not  only  with  daisies  and  wire  but  with  patience, 
hope,  friendly  comradeship  and  happy  memories.  Few  of  us  will  forget  the  chats  and  confidences  ex- 
changed while  weaving  the  longest  daisy  chain  that  up  until  that  time  had  been  put  together  at  this 
school. 

Mary  Alston  Burgess  was  elected  President  of  our  class  for  '36  and  '37.  Under  "Ducky's"  guidance 
we  successfully  aided  our  sister  class  in  winning  the  Devil-Goat  Cup;  put  on  an  original  benefit  entitled 
"Judy  goes  to  Harlem";  and  continued  on  our  way  toward  graduation.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  Jane 
Sinclair  was  elected  Editor-in-Chief  of  The  Battlefield,  and  Mary  Alston  Burgess,  Vice-President  of 
Student  Council. 

Jeanne  Johnson,  our  President,  early  began  the  meetings  out  of  which  grew  the  great  things  we  ac- 
complished during  our  Junior  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  name  of  the  school  had  been  changed  to 
"Mary  Washington  College,"  we  decided  that  a  new  style  ring  would  be  appropriate.  After  careful 
plans  and  consideration  a  new  ring  was  chosen  which  met  the  approval  of  both  the  administration  and 
the  class.  We  are  the  first  class  to  wear  the  "Mary  Washington  College"  ring. 

In  the  spring  of  our  Junior  year  another  of  our  members,  Virginia  Anderson,  was  chosen  Maid  of 
Honor  for  the  May  Day  celebration.  Others  of  our  fairest  were  in  the  Court.  Again  we  staged  an  original 
benefit  entitled  "The  Night  Before."  It  meant  more  time  and  more,  but  it  also  meant  a  benefit  belonging 
entirely  to  the  class.  The  Devil-Goat  Cup  remained  in  our  hands  for  the  second  consecutive  year. 

As  a  fitting  climax  to  an  unusual  year  we  initiated  the  first  ring  figure  to  be  given  at  the  College. 
The  Junior-Senior  Prom  was  a  success  from  every  standpoint.  It  was  probably  that  night,  when  we 
were  given  the  right  to  wear  our  class  rings  for  the  first  time,  that  we  began  to  think  seriously  of  gradua- 
tion and  all  that  it  meant. 

Again  under  the  leadership  of  Jeanne  Johnson,  now  our  Senior  Class  President,  we  began  a  successful 
year.  The  "Mary  Washington  Follies  of  1939,"  an  original  benefit,  was  played  to  a  capacity  audience 
on  January  7.  The  benefit  was  the  most  successful  ever  staged  by  our  class.  The  climax  of  the  program 
was  the  presentation  of  the  "Ideal  Mary  Washington  College  Girl,"  previously  chosen  by  a  student  vote 
but  kept  a  secret.  The  "Ideal  Girl"  was  our  own  Class  President. 

Our  party  to  the  Sophomores  was  enjoyed  by  all.  The  Prom  given  us  by  the  Juniors  was  lovely.  The 
Class  of  '39  evidently  was  looked  on  kindly  by  Fate. 

June  3,  1939!  It  is  graduation  day,  the  day  toward  which  we  have  been  looking,  yet  dreading,  since 
we  first  stood  "on  the  hill"  and  gazed  about  us  in  awe  at  what  we  knew  was  our  College. 

As  we  go  on  our  individual  ways  we  may  forget  some  of  the  trivial  details  regarding  our  college  life, 
but  thoughts  of  the  many  friendships  cultivated  and  the  worthwhile  experiences  gained  will  come  back 
occasionally  and  remind  us  that,  though  separated,  we  still  comprise  as  grand  a  group  of  friendly,  co- 
operative girls  as  ever  left  M.W.C. — the  Class  of  1939.
